If it is possible for you to do 
so, go for hikes, play tennis, 
dance and swim.

If you are working ia an 
office and it isn't convenient for 
you to take part in such sports, 
take bending exercises every 
night to prevent the formation 
of an unsightly bulge around 
your hips and waistline.

SOUTHERN FOOD 
IS APPEALING 


By JUDITH WILSON 

THe signs are pointing to an, 

early autumn. Already leaves 
are turning, there is a tang of 
wood smoke in the air, nights 
are chillier and there is a new 
glamour in tea time. All sorts of 
satisfying experiences are here 
again with September. Dusk 
comes along at supper time and 
this meal is more intimate and 
satisfying than it has been in 
some time. 

There is something about the 
cookery of the Souih that ap- 
peals to all of us—especially at 
this time of the year. Most of 
the dishes are substantial but 
not too heavy to be served occa- 
sionally even in the summer 
time. The menus that I have 
given you above are typically 
Southern. And here are the re- 
cipes for several of the dishes. 

Southern Baked Ham 

For ham that is just a little 
cifferent, try this method that a 
certain very dark lady from 
Maryland told me about. She 
takes a ham — or half ham 
weighing about seven pounds 
and parboils it in sufficient 
water to cover until the outside 
rind can be removed easily. She 
always saves the water in which 
the ham was cooked for cooking 
vegetables. 

The ham she puts intc a roast- 
er while she prepares a mixture 
of about one-half teaspoon black 
pepper, a teaspoon of mustard 
and a tablespoon of brown sugar. 
This she puts in big polka dots 
cver the fat side of the ham. 
She then pours in one-half cup 
of very tart cider vinegar and a 
cup of boiling water, covers 
tightly and bakes fifteen mun- 
utes to the pound of ham. The 
flavor of ham cooked in this way 
is unusually mellow and fine. 

Spoon Bread 

For the spoon bread. stir one 
cup of corn meal into two cups 
of milk and let come to a boil 
making a thin mush. Then add 
one more cup of milk. and three 
eggs well - beaten, three level 
teaspoons baking powder and 
one teaspoon salt. Stir in two 
tablespoons, melted butter, pour 
into a buttered casserole or bak- 
ing dish and bake in a moderate 
oven thirty minutes or until 
done. Serve in the dish in which 
is was baked. And be generou: 
with the butter. This recipe for 
spaon bread comes from MIs. 
John N. Garner, the second lady 
of the land. 

Peaches and Pears 

Peaches and pears are favor- 
ite salad fruits in the South. For 
the salad in the first menu shred 
enough cabbage into fine bits to 
fill two cups. Sprinkle this with 
salt and marinate in qne-hall! 
cup of juice drained from a bot- 
tle of maraschino cherries. Fill 

the centers of eight pear halves 

with the shredded cabbage and 
sprinkle the top of each serving 
with finely chopped cherries and 
chopped’’preserved ginger. Chili 
and serve with a very tart cream 
mayonnaise.

General Yen, China's 
Man of Peace... Who 
Was Forced to Fight 


EN HSI-SHAN is probably 

one of the most tragic fig- 
ures in modern China. For 
twelve years after the revolution 
he administered his native prov- 
ince of Shansi so well that its 
hrasperity was greater than any 
cther in China. He had no in- 
terest in civil wars which dis- 
turved the rest of the country. 
Then in 1926, he was forced to 
enter a civil war, and has led a 
tumultuous life ever since, abvi- 
ously distasteful to him. 


Political or military disturb- 
ances in China usually mean 
serious hardships fer civilians. 
Retreating warlords are in the 
habit of gathering up all avail- 
able cash and property in sight 
and carrying it off with them. 
Usually Chambers of Commerce 
and banks are assessed heavily 
by evacuating militacists. 

But General Yen Hsi-shan, 
known as the ‘model governor” 
of Shansi used different tactics 
by the manner of his evacuation 
cf this territory after Manchuria 
had intervened some years ago. 
He earned the lasting gratitude 
of Peiping residents and those of 
North China generally. BY pre- 
elYensement with Mukden, he 
save iy this rich area and he 
did not attempt to injure North 
China in anv way. He made no 
escessments, and left behind him 
a well-organized and competent 
force to maintain order in Tient- 


sin and Peiping until Man- 
churian troops arrived. 
Pciping has been “captured” 


many tiines in recent years, but 
hever With go Httle disturbance 
or loss as when General UHsi- 
shan evacuated. When the 
Sbansi evacuation became 
known, exchange sbops refused 
to eccept Shansi banknotes. 
Everybody beliéved Peiping resi- 
cents had lost heavily on worth- 
less paper again, as they had in 
the past. But General Yen’s 
representatives immediately an- 
nounced that all banknotes 
would be honored at their face 
value, and the two Shansi bank 
which were closed, left eter | 
money with the Chamber of 
Commerce to pay these notes. So 
far as is known this is the first 
time in modern Chinese history 
when an evacuating force has 
not only left everything intact, 
but actually paid its debts before 
leaving. 
* * e 

HE ascendancy of General 

Yen Hsi-shan as the undis- 
puted military chief of North 
China and one of the leading 
national figures is a distinct vic- 
tory for those who advoeate 
“provincial autonomy” for the 
Chinese nation. General Yen’s 
whole history is an emphatic 
argument in favor of a confed- 
eration of states in China, with. 
a loose central government 
through which foreign affairs 
and other matters concerning all 
parts of the country may he 
conducted. 

There have been two distinct 
cpinians among Chinese politi- 
cians an this question. Gengral 
Chiabg Kai-shek has headed the 
rroup whieh believes that a 
strong central government, with 
real power over all sections of 
the country. will be best for 
China. General Yen, by his ac- 
ticns if net by his werds, has 
approved the idea of a loose con- 
federacy. And General Yen's 
steady rise to power in-.North 
China has been due more than 
anything else to the belief among 
northern leaders that North 
China should be more or less 
autonomous, and that Cantonese 


control should not seriously be - 


extended north of the. Yangtzu 
river. 

General yen has demonstrated 
remarkably the results of devot- 
ing his entire attention to a 
single province, Shansi, in which 
he war born, for a lang period of 
years. He became governor of 
Shansi proviace in 1913, imme- 
Giately after the revolution 
against the Manchu emperors 
had been suceessful. and did not 
move outside the province until 
1927, when the civil war between 
the late Chang Tso-lin and 
Marshal Feng Yu-hsiang com- 
pelled him to take Feng’s side in 
order to preserve peace in his 
own province. 

Although Shansi is not a par- 
ticularly rich province, General 
Yen made it ane :af tke most 
prosperous in China. He kept 
the army at a minimum, and 
taxes were correspondingly small. 
Because of his notable reputation 
for peace, all of North China wes 
twappy when the Nationalists ap- 
poited him ruler of North China 
in 1928, after the Nationalists 
armies had captured Peiping and 
Tientsin. In general. the confi- 
dence reposed, in him ‘was amply 
justified. ‘During two year’s of 
cimost continuous, civd wars in 
other parts of the country, he 
maintained peace in the north.
